Xothing Broken. 


A recent bride iu Washington, who re 


tain Christie in somo nc'^s on sport In 
Somaliland recently published in -'Coun- 
try Life," states that a native cook who 
served him had been disabled for two 
years by a camel bite received during our 
former Sudan *xpeditiou. The work done 
by the tongtie and saliva in constantly 
cleaning the carnivorous animal's teeth is ' 
proved to some extent by the different re- 
sults-of Iieing '•clawed" and bitten respec- 
tively by tho same creature. 


Wounds made by the claws of leopards 


are poisonous, while those caused by tho 
teeth are less frequently septic. Sir Sam- 
uel Baker notes that "the wounds from 
the claws of a leopard are exceedingly dan- 
gerous as the animal is in tho habit of 
feeding upon c.-trcasses s<5me days after 
they have boen killed. The flesh is at that 
liiue beginning to decompose, and the 
claws, which are used to hold it as it is 
torn by the teeth and -jaws, become Taint- 
ed and poisoned sufficiently to insure gan- 
grene by Inoculation." He recommends 
that all wounds caused by leopards or 
tigers should be thoroughly syringed with 
cold water mixed with a thirty-sixth part 
of carbolic acid whenever the wound is 
dressed. Probably modern treatment can 
improve upon this recipe. 


Apart from all concomitant danger of 


bloort poisoning tho severity of the biocs 
of flesh eating animals is out of all pro- 
portion to tho weapons by which they aro 
intlictevl. The teeth, even of the largest 
earaivora, are merely the "spearhead," 
but the force which "works"' these in- 
struments is prodigious. It seems as if for 
the moment the animal threw all its bodily 
energy into the combination of muscular 
action which we call a''bite." In most 
cases the mere shock of impact as the ani- 
mal hurls itself on its enemy is entirely 
demoralizing or inflicts physical injury. A 
muzzled mastiff will hurl a man to the 
ground iu tho effort to fasten its teeth in 
his throat or shoulder. Then the driving
